Wf France and Russia Should Quit, 
British Would Fight Till End,” 
Says Churchill 

The interview given by the Right 
Hon. Winston Churchill, first lord of 
the admiralty, to the Matin, is trans- 
lated in full by tae London. Daily 
News. The interviewer, M. Leroux, 
describes Mr. Churchill, “as a man 
80 genuinely young and modern as to 
recall a hero from Du Maurier rather 
than a politician.” : ‘ 

“Tho what end,” M. Leroux asked, 
“are the combined British and French 
fleet*\really working?” 

-The first lord answered 
smile: . ; 

“The action of the navy is necessar- 
ily slow. The pressure it exercises %u 
an enemy is remittant. It may be 
compared to forces of nature—to the 
inexorable grip of winter, which noth- 
ing can for long resist. #5 

“It is only thanks to the British 
navy,” Mr. Churchill explained, ‘that 
reinforcements can be moved into 
¥rance, Théir safe journey across 
the channel. or from India, Australia 
or Canada is only assured by the pro- 
tection of the men-of-war.” 

Leading the interviewer to a large 
scale. map which covered one wall of 
the apartment, Mr. Churchill placed a 
finger on that angle of the sea and 
coast where, between . Denmark and

Holland, the whole force of the Ger-| 


man navy lies hidden under the 
shelter of Sylt, Heligoland and Em- 
dcn. “There,” he declared, “is the 
piace nature and science have com- 
bined to fortify against all attacks. 


Here, in activity, the Germans are 
.Becured by two exceedingly strong 
bulwarks—a neutral powér on the 


right, a neutral. power on the left; 
and these neutralities are inviolable 
to us. ' 

“As long as the Germans remain 
under cover of these defenses they 
hold certain facile advantages over us 
when it comes to smal] encounters. 
Here lie the submarines, of which 
they are always talking. We have 
more. of these vessels than they, but 
how can we send ours to attack 
theirs? Submarines do _ not _ fight 
among themselves. A single one of 
their submarines which leaves its 
refuge and can find targets in our 
vessels can naturally do more dam- 
age than ten’ of our submarines which 
are unable to encounter a single 
German ghip. . 

“It is easy enough to lose through 
the agency of an enemy submarine or 
an enemy mine of insignificant value 


a battleship which cost millions, with-! or 


out speaking of the lives which may 
be lost. Prudence, therefore, is  in- 
dispensable when one cannot hide in 
ports and expose oneself everywhere 
at.sea.” Be 
The correspondent thought he could 
notice Mr. Churchill’s annoyance at 
the ignorance of the general public 
which allowed itself to be impressed 


by the apparent successes of the Ger- | 


mans. 

“There are,” he said, “certain tricks 
of the sea with which one has always 
to reckon. However powerful and 


vigilant one may be, no one knows} 


better than the Germans themselves 
the exceptional conditions which per- 
moitted them to sail to our east coast 
and throw bombs at us. They chose 
one of those days. of the year when 
in ‘those latitudes the nights are; 
longest. On thei) way back they | 
were overtaken by dawn and if a fog!

“For the rest, all these exploits do | 
not in the least resemble the disem- 
barkation of ,troops with which we 
have been often threatened, and 
which, as a matter of fact, we haa 
very much liked to see occur. But 
this is a hope in which we are likely 
to be deceived. Let us rather talk of 
facts. Let us briefly review what our 
mavy has achieved since the com- 
mencement of hostilities. Do you 
know how many of all German war- 
ships are still left on the world’s 
se1s? Only two at large, cruisers be- 
tween 3,000 and 4,000 tons, the Karls- 
ruhe and the Dresden, and, in addi- 
ticn two armed liners, the Kron 
Prinze Wilhelm and the Prinze Eithel 
Friedrich. 


“We do not konw, perhaps, in what} willing to make almost unheard of 


zones or what South American rivers 
these two cruisers are lying, but do 
know they find it necessary to hide. 
German commerce is ruined. ‘Those 
of their ships which have not fallen 
into our handg have taken refuge in 
neutral ports, where they have been 
disarmed and are now immobilized. 

“The seq is free,’ Mr. Churchill 

stopped, and then resumed: 
' “Por the first time in her history 
Great Britain can say the seas are 
free.. In the days when France was 
at war with us, ro victory, however 
important, brought us a security com- 
parable to that which we enjoy today. 
Even after Trafalgar we knew noth- 
ing like it.” 

Warning once more toward tlie map 
on the wall, Mr. Churchill went on 

“Consider this map. Thavks to the 
freedom of the seas, almcst the 
whole of Asia is open to usa and our 

allies, an inexhaustible source of sup- 
“plies.. We can say the same of Aus- 
tralia and Africa—that is, our-®fths 
of the world. Ag for America, sup- 
posing even that in South America 
the Germans have certain frieadships 
ahd relations, how could supplies sent 
from there ever reach them? 

“There remains only the United 
States. Perhaps public opinion in 
that country hesitated a little in its 
sympathies at the beginning of the 

r. Now her sympathies are defirite- 
1y in our favor and we shall know 
how to take precautions which are 
compatible both with the rights of 
belligerents and those of neutral 
countries. : . 

“At-the same time, I have no fflu- 
sions. -I know as long as there are 
neutral countries a blackade withour 
leakages is an impossibility. Germany 
‘will continue to receive secretly a 
smal] part of that of which she has 
so great a.need, but while you and 
we can breathe freely owing to the 
sea, which we freed and which we 
shall maintain free, this is how Ger- 


many can maintain her breath’—Mr. | 


Churchill put his hand over the lower 
part of his face and added: - - 

“Well, you know the effect pro- 
duced by a gag when one has to exert 
oneself at the same time. It uses up 
the heart, and Germany knows it. 
This pressure upon Germany will 
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; ready to risk all the dangers of war 
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never be Ye!axed until she surrenders, 
unconditionally, for even if our allies, 
‘France and Russia, were both to give 
up the struggle, a thought which is 
inconceivable, we British would con- 
tinue till the bitter end.”

University Professor Says the Exer- 
cise Develops Muscles anu Gives 
the Young Confidence

The tendency .to climb is»a natural 
instinct amd of great value in leading 
the child to practice an activity that 
is of fundamental importance in pro- 
moting tha best development of the 
shoulders, chest, back and thighs, aid 
p.rticularly the grcrt muscles of the 
back, shoulders a.d arms that, are 
brought into action more and more as 
the child essays to climb higher and 
into placeg requiring greater use of 
the arms, writes Professor George 
| W..Ehler, of the University of Wiscon- 
! sin. 

The value of this instinct to climb 
igs further shown by the great pleas- 
ure of the child in climbing © about 
structures under construction, upon 
| the roofs of buildings, into ‘rees, lead- 
‘ing later: to the climbing of ropes ‘and 
\the use of suspended ring. and bars. 
{Certain groups of muscles and liga- 
ments that are essentia: parts of the 
méchanism maintaining the upright 
; position can secure no adeyguate nat- 
j ural exercise except through the prac- 
tice of these climbing movements. 

Furthermore, these activities affora 
the only means‘ whereby ‘courage and 
confidence may be developed and fear 
and cowardice be prevented in situa- 
| tions involving unsteady support or 
elevation above the ground. These ac- 
tivities, therefore, are of vital import- 
ance in Jaying a sure fourdation for 
the child’s later physical and mental 
and moral efficiency, and they shoula 
be encouraged and promoted. They 
are usually discouraged and prevent- 
“ed. c 

Better the dange. and pain of many 
broken bones when they a-e easily 
mended than inefficiency of spine and 
heart and lungs that may become a 
permanent handicay. Better, even, a 
broken neck and death in infancy cr 
childhood -han a spirit with a ‘yellow 
streak.” i 


U. S. Soldiers will . 
Fight for the Allies 


Movement Afoot to Form Regiment or 
Brigade. % 

' Efforts are being made by a num- 
ber of officers of the United States 
militia and National Guard, some of 
! them of high rank, to form a regiment 
brigade of their compatriots for 
service at the fron: with the allies. 
The department of militia has for 
months past been in receipt of daily 
applications from American citizens 
for permission to join the Canadian 
expeditionary forces. The  depart- 
ment of militia could, of course, take 
no direct action in encouraging enlist- 
ment by citizens of a neutra: country, 
but the answer in each case has beeh 
that by taking the oath of allegiance 
and enlisting they could become 
British subjects, and as such would 
|} be accepted. As a result, it is stated 
that possibly 2,000 former American 
| citizens are now members of the first 
or second Canauian. expeditionary 
forces. 4 

“The movement now on foot is to 
form a complete regiment or brigade 
of the men from across thc line who 
wish to fight for the cause of the 
allies and of liberty The department 
of militia, while not yet taking any 
official recognition of the movement, 
is advised that a number of officers 
who have. served with the United 
States army are ncw enrolling their 
compatriots from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific at various centres, and 
that enlistments are very numerous. 
The men will, of course, have to 
come ‘to Canada and take the oath of 
allegiance here by enlisting before 
any oOffici.] action is taken toward 
forming a regiment or brigade. 


Non-Combatant Bravery 

One of the inspiring features of this 
war has been the bravery of those 
who without the. excitement of. battle 
and soldiering have yet proved so 
,for a principle. People have been 
' sacrifices in the cause they deemed 
right. Besides the voluntary exiles 
and civic patriots .there are other 
| classes of non-combatants more close- 
‘ly related to the war operations who 
| are proving themselves heroes to a 
‘sublime degree. 
| A recent report to the French Sur- 
gical Society in Paris showed that 
nearly 100 surgeons had peen killed 
and nearly 300 wounded. Altogether 
155 have been mentioned in orders for 
gallant conduct on the field of battle. 
The English reports show that in pro- 
portion to the Whole number more 
army surgeons have been given the 
Victoria Cross than any other depart- 
ment of the service. German _ gur- 
geons are going through almost sup- 
erhuman feats of endurance at their 
work ‘for the wounded, inc'uding 
those of the enemy. 

These are relieving featur<s of the 
war that are worth while ‘emphasizing 
and probably none deserves more at- 
tention than what is being done by 
physicians, nurses and unoff'cial aux- 
ilairies of all kinds for the relief 
of the awful suffering that the worst 
war of mankind's history is.inflicting 
so wantonly.—New York Herald. ‘

“And so it has come to pass that, 
failing to comprehend, the English- 
man merely smiles his lack of apprec- 
iation.and makes the comment that, 
to him, covers our sins anc virtues 
alike—‘He’, a Canadian.’ 

“This extremely logical conclusion 
with regard to the men from Canada 
was only arrived at after a long and 
sincere effort to reach the truth put 
now it appears to satisfy all ccncern- 
ed—ourselves most of all.

Besides—’ But 
the Englishman had fled. He would 
not try to kid any more Colonials.

She learned that all Canadians 
worked. their wa... through college, 
and turning suddenly to the Toronto 
man (whose father is a millionaire 
several timer over), -sked him wat 
he did in’ the summer. 

“Only for an instant did the Canad- 
ian flounder—and then—‘O, I work 
in a circus—travel from Quebec clear 
through to the coast.’ - 

“How interesting,’ said the lady, 
not observing that everybody in the 
room was hanging on her -vords, ‘and 
exactly what do. you do? 

“*Water the camels,’ the . 'Varsity 
man told ner solemuly, amid dead 
silence. Then, as an afterthought 
‘and beastly thirsty things they are, 
too,’ e 

“And so, while ‘He’s a Canadian’ is 
the only answer to tze riddle of the 
voluntecr from our country, we are 
accepted with all our faults and wel- 
comed everywhere. In-the towns and 
cities and among the English regi- 
ments we are given the hand of good 
fellowship, while our many eccentri-

Field Marshal is a Master of Modern 
_ Military: Tactice 

Some years ago elaborate man- 
oeuvres were held at Aldershot in 
England. The regular war corres- 
pondent of a London paper was in- 
valided at the time. A greenhorn was 
sent down to cover the review. 

“I was in despair,” he said later. 
“} knew nothing of military affairs, 
but it was éssential that I succeed 
with that assignment.” \, 

By some chance he fell in with a 
spare, dumpy, red faced, old gentie- 
man. The old gentleman didn’t look 
like a soldier. He wore no uniform. 
He didn’t even carry a stick. He was 
ledning against a fence when the des- 
ne correspondent encountered 

m. 

“What,” asked that individual. pite- 
ously, “are they doing now?”, . 

The old gentleman discovered the 
youngster’s plight, Then he said he 
thought he could help. him. 

“I know more or less about this 
sort of thing,” said he, modestly. 
“Beastly technical, you know. Perhaps 
you'd better take rather careful 
..otes.” , ; 


the old gentleman told him all about 
the manoeuvres. That report made a 
war correspondent out of a previously 
harmless. reporter. He’s over in 
France now, dodging arrest and bul- 
lets. When he said goodby he diffi- 
dently expressed his thanks. 

“Will you tell me your name?” he 
asked. , 

“O, French,” said the other. care- 
lessly—“Sir -John French.”’ 


French is now the: field marshal in 
command of the ‘English forces in 
France. He conducted a retreat fol- 
lowing the disaster of Mons which 
has been called by critics one of the 
finest feats of arms’ in the history of 
British arms. 

He has been named as the foremost 
cavalry leader in Europe. He was! the 
one British general whose reputation 
was enhanced by the war in South 
Africa. , 

He was uniofrmly successful.. No 
one, perhaps, except the men most 
intimately concerned, know whether 
there was ever any persona: hostility 
between French and Kitchener. But 
the injudicious friends of both kickea 
up a mighty shindy. They insistea 
upon comparing the record made by 
the two men in Africa.. French had 
many victorious battles to his credit. 
It was pointed out that Kitchener 
only laid claim to one—that being the 
defeat of Cronje—and that he would 
not have won this fight if French’s 
3,000 cavalry—mén and orseg ex- 
haus‘ed by fantastic exertions—had 
not come up from Kimberly in time 
to- arrest Cronje’s retreat. 

Whatever may be the truth, it is 
certain that the two men’ have work- 
ed well in double. harness since. the 
present war began. French had been 
made Field Marshal 24 hours before 
Kitchener took the portfolio of Secre- 
tary of State for War. Kitchener has 
repeatedly given praise to his ‘subor- 
inate for his service in the field. 
French has had no opportunity to be 
equally generous in public. But not 
long ago a Staff officer is said to have 
complanied to him that. certain men 
and supplies which were solely need- 
ed had not yet arrived. : 

“They are not dte for two days,” 
said French, “Then*they will be here. 
Kitchener is seeing to it.” 

French isn’t at all the sort of man 
in appearance one expects a cavalry 
leader to be. He is short and squat 
in figure. His seat upon a ho: :e has 
been called absvlutely ludicrous, al- 
though it is considered that few 
horses can’ master him. : 

He is a quiet, unassuminy man, who 
rarely speaks until he is spoken to, 
unless among friends. Then ke is a 
most excellent companion. 

For all his kindness and his diffid- 
ence he is hard as nails when duty is 
in question. He does not excuse 1n- 
competence or slackness. One of his 
Tommies once put the case very neat- 


ly. 

“Ole French,” said he, “don't bark 
much—but doesn’t he just bite!” 

French is 63 years old now. He 
comes of an old Galway family. His 
father had been a commander in the 
Royal Navy, and French himself 
served four years in it. But the ger- 
vice never appealed to him, and after 
a time he retired and made a try for 
the army. The competitive examin- 
ations kept him out of a ommission 
and so he got in “through the back 
door’—by taking a commission in the 
militia and obtaining a'transfer. His 
promotion was reasonably rapid.— 
Herbert Corey.

_pany in the West This Year 

_Mr. Grant. Hall, the newly appoint- 
ed vice president and general manager 
of western lines of the C.P.R., has 
made the following statements regard- 
ing the extensive developments under- 
taken by the company during recent 
years: 

“Since 1908,” he said, “the Canad- 
fan Pacific in the west has taken over 
for operation 3,088 miles of new lines. 
These figures include that portion of 
the Kettle Valley from Midway to 
Merritt which we will probably oper- 
ate under lease during the coming 
summer. In the same period we have. 
taken over for operation 789 miles 
of second track, and have completely 
rebuilt the lines between MacLeod and 
Lethbridge and between Field and 
Hector. i 

Practically every terminal we have 
has been rebuilt, including Vancouver, 
A new terminal has been built at 
Transcona, and a double track cut-off 
constructed around the city of Winni- 
peg. We have built very large high 
level bridges at Lethbridge and Kd- 
monton, and have Luilt new passenger 
stations at many points, notably Fort 
William, Regina, Calgary, Edmonton, 
Bcnff, Lake Louise .and Vancouver. 
The Ogden shops *:ave been built and 
new hotels constructed at Calgary and 
Balfour, and extensive additions made 
at Banff, Lake Louise, Winnipeg and 
Vancouver. This brief survey of work 
done does not include extensive im- 
provements to the track and roadbed, 
but’ will sufficiently demonstrate the 
fact that the past seven years have 
been busy ones. 


“It would hardly be expected,” con- 
tinued Mr. Hall; “that the work of 
construction and reconstruction would: 
continue ut such a dreathless pace and 
the quieter business conditions will be 
reflected this year in our programme. 

“It is the intention to push ahead 
vigorously the work on the Rogers’ 
Pass tunnel, the magnitude of which 
work is probably not fully grasped by 
many people; The task: of piercing 
the Selkirks is one of the most for- 
midable we ever tackled, but is pro- 
gressing most favorably. ; 

“Its progress is being watched with 
interest by engineers all over the 
world as special problems have been 
met, and, we believe, satisfactorily 
solved. . ae 

“The extensions to Winnipeg ta- 
tion will also be pushed. vigorousiy 
and the general scheme will now begin 
to unfold itself day by day to the pat- 
rons of the company, as ine work pro. 
gresses. , 

“It is our intention to spend a con- 
siderable sum on betterments on »per- 
ated lines, notably in the way of bui!d- 
ing stockyards at small cehtres. Th3 
we .are doing with a view to the en- 
couragement of mixed farming and 
stock raising, in which we are greatly 
interested. 

“We are not pressing this year’ the 
construction of: new lines or double 
tracking (outside of the Rogers’ Pass 
tunnel, which is a part of our generul 
scheme of double tracking}, but if 
crop prospects and other business 
conditions appear favorable early in 
the summer, there may be some revi- 
sion of our estimates in ‘connection

Many |Persons Killed and injured 
While Walking on Tracks 
More than one-third of the total 
number of persons killed or injured 
by the railroads of ‘he United States 
in the last ten years were trespassers 
either walking on railroad tracks or 
riding on railroad trains without war-. 
lant. The great majority of the vic- 
!tims, moreover, were not of the hobo 
variety, but persons who were waik- 
ing along the track or across it at 
other than an established crossing 
because the path offered a short cut 
to their destination. 
In only thirteen States are there 


specific laws prohibiting trespass on, 


‘the railroad rights of way, and in 
| other States where efforts have been 
made for such legislation it has been 
met with bitter opposition as a piece 
of railroad arrogance and chiefly te- 
' cause it has nct been recognized as 
a safety measure. But an average 
killing or maiming of thirty-three hun- 
dred persons a year ought to be 
/ample warrant for a statute of this 
‘nature solely in the interest of public 
safety. It might be supposed tu be of 
less importance to ‘the railroads than 
to the public. _The railroad cannot be 
held responsible financially for the 
safety of the trespasser: the interfer- 
ence with the operations of trains due 
to the track walkers probably is negi- 
ible. The chief advantage of the law 
to the railroad would be in authoriz- 
ing more drastic treatment of the 
hobo problem. Of course, the. people 
ought to be sufficiently mindful of 
their own safety to avoid the risk. 
But, as a matter of fact, they are not. 
—Philadelphia Bulletin. 


Weed Distribution by Feed Grain 

Ordinary commercial grades of 
grain coming out cf terminal elevat- 
ors are foul with weed seeds. Analysis 
of five samples of No. 2 Canada West- 
ern oats taken from as many termin- 
al elevators showed 313 noxious weed 
seeds per pound ata a much larger 
number of other weed seeds. In trans- 
portation some of these are distribut- 
ed along the railway and introduced 
into new localities. Many wild oats 
and mustards fed in uncrushed oats 
to horses will live and pollute farm 
lands. Oth7i. become mixed with the 
manure in handling dirty grain and 
other feeds.. Such feeds should be 
heated or rotted in order to destroy 
the vitality of weed seeds.

The official notification calls up

About ten army corps, mostly, Ger- 
man’ troops, including all availaole 
cavalry, are concentrated in Southern 
Hungary, where decisive battles in 
the great war will shortly be fought. 
Germany’s plan is. to mass the bulk of 
the available forces and oppose the 
Russian invasion of Hungary from 
Bukowina. 

Meanwhile other forces are being 
collected along, the Servian frontier, 
lest the Servians should resume their 
offensive. Hungary after Poland and 
Galicia will soon become the chief 
battlefield in the eastern theatre of 
the war. . ' 

The difficulties of getting news out 
of Austria already great, are now in- 
creased by ex:raordinary precautions 
taken to prevent tne o-called smug- 
gling of news across the Italian front- 
ier. Passengers hound for Italy are: 
now carefully searched and are shad- 
owed by detectives if they are sus-, 
pected of bringing information from 
Trent or Trieste. Even family cor- 
respondence is seized by the Aus- 
trians, who fear that discussion or 
ordinary domestic topics may be a 
cover for hidden meaning. 

In Hungary the military authorities 
have ordered the killing of all car-, 
rier pigeons, which they have ascer- | 
tained were used formerly to- carry 
news to Italian ports. The only news | 
of presefit conditions of Hungary is. 
obtained through Roumania, where 
many inhabitants of Transylvania 
have crossed the frontier, but Rou- 
manian authorities are withholding ;

Last Battle Fough. in Great Britain 

While George II. of England wag 
engaged in the war of the “Austrian 
Succession,” Charles Edward (called 
the “Young Pretender’), a grandson 
of King James II. of England, landed 


‘in Scotland, and made two attempts 


to obtain the throne of his ancestors. 
He was victorious in the battle of 
Falkirk; put the Duke of Cumberland 
son of George II., having been recallea 
from the continent to take command 
of the king's forces, the Prevender was 
entirely defeated at Culloden Moor, a 
plain in Scotland, four mile from In- 
verness. This was the last battle 


‘fought on the island of Great Britain 


(April 16, 1746), and it was also the 
last attempt on the part of the Stuart 
family to recover the throne of Great 
Britain. ‘ 

Charles Edward Stuart escaped to 
France after he had wandered for five 
months in the Highlands, pursued by 
his enemies. He died in Rome, Jan. 
30, 1788. 

The Duke of Cumberland gave no 
quarter. The wounded were all slain; 
and the jails of England were filled 
with prisoners, many of whom were 
executed. Among the latter number 
were Lords Balmarino, Kilmarnock, 
and Lovat—Lovat being the last per- 
son who was beheaded in England.

Sweden Forwards Mall to Prisoners 

Residents in belligerent nations re- 
cently were notified that mail for 
prisoners of war can be sent by way 
of. Malmo, Sweden, and money and 
parcels also can be forwarded at 
Malmo and sent to its destination. 
The volume of mail for the prisoners 
of war in the various countries has 
been increasing rapidly since the be- 
ginning of the year, especially the 
mail for Russian prisoners of war in 


Germany, which: has assumed large 


proportions, ' 

Money orders for the Russian pris- 
oners are redirected to the prison- 
ers in the detention camps in Ger. 
many. Many of these money orders 
however are returned after some 
time from German- marked “Un- 
known,” indicating that the  ad- 
dressee probably has fallen on the 
fleld of battle. The mail from Ger 
many to German prisoners of war 
in Russta also is increasing at a re 
id rate. Most of this latter mail 
addressed to towns in far off Siberia.
